THE AEK1AL PERISCOPE 

TO All> MARINERS IN FOG 


TO BID DM 
OVER TIE BAY 


A movement by four cities to con¬ 
nect San Francisco with the mainland 
by a $20,000,000 bridge across the bay 
at Mission basin was launched a few 
days ago by the harbors committee of 
the chambers of commerce of these, 
cities in Oakland. 

The plans for such a bridge, which 
have been drawn and are complete 
in every deta.il, were explained to the 
members by Colonel Thomas Rees, 
United States engineer of rivers and 
harbors, who has approved them. 

The bridge would be approximately ! 
four miles long and would have its j 
terminals near Third and Townsend 
streets on the San Francisco side and 
at the foot of Adeline street in Oak¬ 
land. 

The bay is comparatively shallow 
across that route and shipping below 
the bridge would be inconsequential. 

The bridge plans have been drawn 
by eastern engineers. They provide 
for a structure which would accom¬ 
modate four railroad tracks, two 
roadways for vehicles, one roadway 
for slow-moving trucks and delivery 
wagons and another for automobiles. 

The approach to the bridge on the 
San Francisco side for the electric 
trains would be through a subway. 

The engineers figured that by 
charging a 3-cent fare the bridge will 
pay for itself in fifteen years. The 
running time across the bay would be 
reduced to ten minutes. 

The plans call for a bridge with 
spans only 200 feet apart all the way 
across until the San Francisco side is 
reached, when one single span of 600 
feet will be constructed. This span 
will be 125 feet above the bay, giving 
plenty of space for shipping to pass. 

A bascule span would probably be 
built on the Oakland side, which 
could be opened in case of an 
emergency, when some ocean steamer 
or a big warship would want to pass 
up the creek. On the San Francisco 
side the electric trains would have a 
subway all the way to Third and 
Market streets.

rors and focusing points, similar to 
submarine periscopes. The mirrors 
at the top which reflect the light and 
objects seen down to the focusing 
points are of the universal type, so 
that the observer can see in every 
direction without turning the peri¬ 
scope. 

With the top of the mast extending 
above the fog the observer below 
could see if other ships, similarly 
equipped, were in the vicinity. If 
such were the case it would be an 
easy matter for one to steer clear of 
the other. The top of the periscope 
would have a colored light which 
could be seen in the night. 

In case the ship was nearing the 
shore, lighthouses equipped with 
telescopic devices would display a 
light by night and a flag by day when 
fog set in. Under* present condi¬ 
tions lighthouses are practically use¬ 
less in foggy weather, as light does 
not penetrate nor are bells heard at 
any distance in a fog.

Every year the fog banks of the 
ocean claim a long list of victims, 
and collisions will continue to hap¬ 
pen until some ways or means are 
devised for preventing such acci¬ 
dents.

Who will be postmaster of San 
Mateo county if Postmaster-General 
j Burleson’s plans are adopted to have 
only one postmaster in each county, 
with a clerk in charge of all the 
others? 

Will it be Postmaster Swift of the 
county seat or J. J. McGrath of San 
Mateo, the largest town in the county 
and most centrally located? 
j By the Burleson proposal the county 
would be made the unit and each 
postofflce in the county would be a 
substation to the postofflce in the 
county seat or whatever place might 
be selected. Instead of a postmaster 
at the towns other than the county 
seat, there would be a clerk in charge, 
under the immediate supervision of 
the county postofflce. All the ac¬ 
counting would be done at the county 
postofflce. 

By the proposed legislation, the 
number of accounting postoffices in 
the country would be reduced from 
56,000 to 3000. 

Postmasters in California, who now 
number 671, would be reduced to 
about half a hundred. The plan, 
which is now before congress, was 
proposed in the interest of economy. 
Postmasters are naturally watching 
its progress with deep concern. It 
would mean that a postmaster draw¬ 
ing $2500 a year would be reduced to 
a $1400 clerkship.—San Mateo Times.

The county board of supervisors 
met in regular session in Redwood 
City last Monday and the following * 
business was disposed of: . 

The auditor’s statement showing the 
aggregate amount of allowance that 
can be made against the several funds 
of the county for the month of April, ^ 
was read and ordered filed. 

The report of the superintendent of f 
the county farm and hospital, J, R. 
Eubanks, showing the number of per¬ 
sons to receive aid from the indigent 

fund, was received and ordered filed. 1

The supervisor from the third dis¬ 
trict was granted permission to oil £ 
the La Honda road from the lower 
end of his district below La Honda 
to the top of the summit, the expenses 
of said oiling to be taken out of the ^ 
third road fund. 

Supervisor Thompson addressed the 
hoard and asked that Contractor Lou 
G. Hare, who has the contract for con¬ 
structing the Pescadero-Santa Cruz 
road as far as the Gazos creek, be in¬ 
structed to continue the road from the 
latter point to the Santa Cruz county j 
line, as provided for in the contract. 
The total cost of extending the road, 
according to Engineer J. V. Neuman, 
would be $17,000. 

While the other members of the 
board realized the necessity of the ( 
construction of the road, they were 
opposed to ordering the work done 
until they could-see their way clear j 
to raise the necessary amount of 
money. At the suggestion of Super¬ 
visor MacBain, action in the matter 
was deferred until the next meeting 
of the board, April 17th, at which time 
Engineer Neuman will have an esti¬ 
mate from the auditor of the amount 
of money it will be necessary to raise 
for all purposes the coming year. 

The contract of Edward M. Chad- 
bourne for the oiling of the county 
road from Beresford to Redwood City 
was accepted as completed. 

Attorney Gilbert D. Farrell ap¬ 
peared before the board in the matter 
of the right of way for the state 
highway over the Mary G. Brittan and 
the N. J. Brittan property near San 
Carlos. Mr. Farrell explained that 
the owners and heirs to the above 
property were ready to grant a right 
of way for the highway, providing an¬ 
other right of way granted the county 
for a county road some years ago and 
now made unnecessary on account of 
the constructihon of highway, be 
abandoned. A resolution ordering the 
abandoning of the said right of way 
was adopted.

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Many owners of small dairies are 
laboring under the impression that, 
under the new law, they must pas¬ 
teurize milk, judging from inquiries 
received by the California state board 
of health.
